By-law 1597 





A By-law to Provide for the Widening 
and Improvement of Auchinachie 
Road, a Public Highway Within the 
Municipality of North Cowichan and 
for Such Purpose To Expropriate 
Real Property. 


The Municipal Council of The Cor- 
poration of the District of North Cowi- 
chan, in open meeting assembled, enacts 
as follows: 

_ 1. For the purpose of widening and 
improving Auchinachie Road, the parcels 
of real property adjacent thereto, being 
part of Lot 3, and Lot 6, Composite Plan 
2461, Section 2, Range 3, Somenos Dis- 
trict, as shown outlined in red on a plan 
prepared by Michael H. Hanson, B.C.L.S. 
sworn the 26th day of November 1974 (a 
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copy of which plan is attached hereto), 
are hereby expropriated, and The Cor- 
poration of the District of North Cowi- 
chan shall take possession of, break up, 
take, enter, and use such property for 
the purpose aforesaid upon this by-law 
taking effect, subject to the provisions of 
Division (4) of Part XII of the Municipal 
Act. 

2. The expropriation hereby made is in 
aid of widening and improving the said 
public highways and any compensation 
and damages payable in respect thereof 
and otherwise consequent upon the pass- 
ing of the by-law shall be chargeable to 
and payable out of the general funds of 
The Corporation of the District of North

3. Any real property injuriously af-

A By-law to Acquire a Drainage Right- 
of-way by Expropriation for the Use 
of The Corporation of the District of 
Surrey. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
is duly authorized and empowered to con- 
struct, operate, and maintain drainage 
works for the collection, conveying, and 
discharging of surface and other waters 
for the benefit of inhabitants of the mu- 
nicipality: 

And whereas for the construction of 
certain drainage works it is necessary to 
acquire a right-of-way, in, over, and upon 
that parcel of real property hereinafter 
described: 

And whereas the Municipal Council 
deems it expedient to acquire the right- 
of-way as aforesaid by by-law pursuant 
to section 531 (4) of the Municipal Act, 
chapter 255, R.S.B.C., 1960, and amend- 
ments thereto: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Couneil 
of The Corporation of the District of Sur- 
rey, in open meeting assembled, enacts as 
follows: 





1. Pursuant to section 531 (4) and 
subject to Division (4) of Part XII of the 
Municipal Act, chapter 255, R.S.B.C.,

hereunto annexed and made part of this 
by-lay the following described land and 
premises: That portion of Lot 44 of the 
southwest quarter of Section 21, Town- 
ship 8, Plan 31589, NWD, shown as right- 
of-way and outlined red on Explanatory 
Plan 47465. 


2. This by-law may be cited for all pur- 
poses as “Surrey Drainage Works Right- 
of-way Expropriation By-law, 1974, No. 
4434”.

And that the Grantor will not diminish the 
soil cover over any pipe installed in the right- 
of-way without the consent in writing of the 
Grantee, provided that such consent shall not be 
unreasonably withheld: 


AND THE GRANTOR covenants and agrees 
with the Grantee that any and all chattels and 
fixtures installed by the Grantee on the said 
right-of-way shall be and shall remain chattels, 
any rule at law to the contrary notwithstanding, 
and shall belong solely and exclusively to the 
Grantee. 


THE GRANTEE hereby covenants and agrees 
with the Grantor that the Grantee 

(a) will not bury debris or rubbish of any 

kind in excavations or backfill and will 
remove shoring and like temporary struc- 
tures as backfilling proceeds; 

(6) will thoroughly clean the site, raking up 
all rubbish and construction debris and 
leave the site in a neat and clean con- 
dition; 
will, as soon as weather and soil condi- 
tions permits, and in so far as it is prac- 
ticable so to do, bury, maintain, repair, 
and (or) replace and remove all under- 
ground works so as not to interfere unduly 
with the drainage of the land; 
will, as far as reasonably necessary, carry 
out the construction, maintenance, repair, 
and (or) replacement and renewal of the 
said works in a proper and workmanlike 
manner so as to do as little injury as pos- 
sible; 
will repair any damage to the right-of-way 
occasioned by its use of the right-of-way.

Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 

(a) a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House; 

(c) copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 
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(2) At the time of depositing the Bill

district nearest thereto.

vary the date of adoption thereof as set 
forth respectively in sections 198, 199a, 
and 206 of the Municipal Act, and the 
said rates by-law shall provide for tax- 
ation in accordance with the provisions 
of paragraph 18 hereof. 

“20. (1) Subject to subparagraph (2) 
hereof and notwithstanding any provision 
of the Municipal Act, all land classified 
for assessment purposes as farm and im- 
provements thereon shall be assessed and 
taxed by the municipality as if such land 
was not within the boundaries of the 
municipality and the provisions of the 
Taxation Act respecting farm land classi- 
fication, assessment, exemption, and rate 
of taxation apply.

“21. The municipality is exempt from 
the obligations of Part XX of the Munici- 
pal Act for a period of five years on and 
from the date of incorporation for that 
part of the municipality which was not 
contained within the City of Prince 
George as incorporated under statute and 
former Letters Patent. 


“22. The responsibility of the Province 
for the construction and maintenance of 
highways and associated services as per- 
formed by the Department of Highways, 
shall continue for a period of five years 
on and from the date of incorporation 
for that part of the municipality which 
was not contained within the City of 
Prince George and the Village of South 
Fort George as incorporated under 
statute and former Letters Patent, as if 
the said area had remained under Pro- 
vincial jurisdiction. 

“23. Notwithstanding the provisions of 
section 616 of the Municipal Act, the 
combined water and combined sewer 
service areas of the City of Prince George 
and the Village of South Fort George as 
incorporated under statute and former 
Letters Patent are hereby declared to be 
specified service areas, and shall be so 
established by by-law and the assent of 
the electors or a petition is not required, 
and the provisions of subsection (3) of 
section 619 of the Municipal Act apply 
as if they had been included in any water 
or sewer by-law of the former munici- 
palities.

in equity appertaining to the City of 
Prince George and the Village of South 
Fort George as incorporated under stat- 
ute and former Letters Patent and the 
Regional District of Fraser-Fort George 
in respect of the area thereof contained 
within the municipality, vest in and be- 
long to the municipality on and from the 
first day of January 1975. 

“27. Nothing in these Letters Patent

pality, and the municipality shall be liable 
for and subject to and shall pay, discharge 
and carry out and perform all the debts, 
liabilities, obligations, and contracts of 
the City of Prince George and the Village 
of South Fort George as incorporated 
under statute and former Letters Patent, 
and the Regional District of Fraser-Fort 
George in respect to the aforesaid area, 
which were existing immediately before 
the first day of January 1975.

(1), (2), and (3) “by-law” includes the 
provisions of British Columbia regula- 
tions made applicable in the Letters Pat- 
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ent or supplementary Letters Patent of 
the City of Prince George or the Village 
of South Fort George as incorporated 
under statute and former Letters Patent 
or of the Regional District of Fraser-Fort 
George, as the case may be, as amended 
or repealed pursuant to such Letters Pat- 
ent or supplementary Letters Patent, to 
the extent that such provisions were ap- 
plicable to areas within the boundaries of 
the municipality incorporated hereunder. 

(5) Division (3) of Part XXVIL of the 
Municipal Act does not apply to that part 
of the municipality outside of the City of 
Prince George as incorporated under 
statute and former Letters Patent for a 
period of five years from the date of 
incorporation of the new municipality. 

(6) The Council shall forthwith pre- 
pare and adopt an Official Community 
Plan for the municipality having regard 
in its preparation for the existing and pro- 
posed community plans of the City of 
Prince George and the Village of South 
Fort George as incorporated under statute 
and former Letters Patent and existing 
and proposed regional and community 
plans of the Regional District of Fraser- 
Fort George. 

(7) The provisions of any by-law of a 
regulatory nature adopted by the Council 
of the municipality shall take into con- 
sideration the character of the different 
areas of the municipality in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Act. 

“29. All motor-vehicles and _ trailers 
registered under the Motor-vehicle Act or 
the Department of Commercial Transport 
Act in the name of the City of Prince 
George and the Village of South Fort 
George as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent or the Regional District 
of Fraser-Fort George in respect of its 
functions and services as referred to in 
paragraph 25 hereof, are deemed to be 
transferred to the ownership of the mu- 
nicipality and the records of the Motor- 
vehicle Branch shall be amended accord- 
ingly. 

“30. The real property assessment rolls 
of the City of Prince George and the 
Village of South Fort George as incorpo- 
rated under satute and former Letters 
Patent together with the Provincial real 
property assessment roll for that part of 
the municipality not contained within the 
said former municipalities shall form the 
1975 real property assessment roll of the 
municipality and for the purposes of this 
paragraph the municipality shall be 
deemed to have been incorporated on the 
31st day of December 1974. 


“31. Pursuant to the provisions of sec- 
tion 29a of the Municipal Act the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council may dissolve 
any improvement district contained 
wholly or partly within the municipality, 
and may transfer to the municipality any 
or all of the assets, rights, claims, obliga- 
tions, and liabilities of the improvement 
district under such terms and conditions 
as may be deemed advisable and such 
dissolution shall take effect not later than 
the 30th day of June 1975, unless an 
extension is requested by the Council of 
the municipality and the Board of Trus- 
tees of the improvement district and is 
approved by the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs. 

“32. The Boards of Variance of the 
City of Prince George and the Village of 
South Fort George as incorporated under 
statute and former Letters Patent are dis- 
solved on and from the first day of Jan- 
uary 1975. 

“33. The provisions of these Letters 
Patent with respect to the procedures for 
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the first election are retroactive to the 


extent necessary.”

Zone 6—That area of the municipality 

lying within Electoral Areas F and 
of the Regional District of 
Nanaimo and known as North 
Wellington, more particularly de- 
scribed in Appendix E hereto. 

“S. The election of members of the first 
elected Council of the municipality, which 
shall consist of a Mayor and eight Alder- 
men, shall be conducted on Saturday the 
14th day of December 1974, and except 
as otherwise provided herein, the provi- 
sions of the Municipal Act apply. 

“6. For the election of the members of 
the first elected Council, provision shall 
be made for 

(1) the election of a Mayor by the

“17. Notwithstanding any provision of 
the Municipal Act, the tax structure of 
the municipality shall take into consider- 
ation the extent or level of services being 
provided to different areas within the 
municipality, together with such other 
considerations as the Council deems ap- 
propriate, and the municipality in each 
year may be divided into not more than 
two taxation districts by by-law adopted 
prior to the adoption of the annual budget 
by-law, and the said taxation districts 
shall respectively be described by metes 
and bounds description, classification, or 
by map or plan and the said by-iaw for 
the years 1975 to 1979 inclusive, shall be 
deposited with the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, and for such further period of 
time as may be determined by the 
Minister. 


“18. The annual budget by-law, the 
annual capital expenditure program by- 
law and the annual rates by-law of the 
municipality for the years 1975 to 1979, 
inclusive, and for such further period of 
time as may be determined by the Minis- 
ter of Municipal Affairs, shall before 
adoption be approved by the Inspector 
of Municipalities who may, for the year 
1975 only, in the process of approval, 
vary the date of adoption thereof as set 
forth respectively in sections 198, 199a, 
and 206 of the Municipal Act, and the 
said rates by-law shall provide for tax- 
ation in accordance with the provisions 
of paragraph 17 hereof.

fication, assessment, exemption, and rate 
of taxation apply. 

(2) In the event services which were 
not provided by the Province prior to 
incorporation of the municipality are 
provided or made available by the mu- 
nicipality or the Regional District of 
Nanaimo in respect of the lands referred 
to in subparagraph (1) hereof, the tax- 
ation to support such services shall be 
levied and raised in each year by rate 
imposed upon the assessed value of im- 
provements only as fixed for taxation 
under the provisions of the Municipal 
Act, 

“20. The municipality is exempt from 
the obligations of Part XX of the Mu- 
nicipal Act for a period of five years on 
and from the date of incorporation for 
that part of the municipality which was 
not contained within The Corporation of 
the City of Nanaimo as incorporated 
under former Letters Patent. 

“21. The responsibility of the Province 
for the construction and maintenance of 
highways and associated services as per- 
formed by the Department of Highways, 
shall continue for a period of five years 
on and from the date of incorporation 
for that part of the municipality which 
was not contained within The Corpo- 
ration of the City of Nanaimo as in- 
corporated under former Letters Patent, 
as if the said area had remained under 
Provincial jurisdiction. 

“22. Notwithstanding the provisions of 
section 616 of the Municipal Act, the 
water and sewer services areas, respec- 
tively of The Corporation of the City of 
Nanaimo as incorporated under former 


-| Letters Patent are hereby declared to be 


specified service areas, and shall be 
established by by-law, and the assent of 
the electors or a petition is not required, 
and the provisions of sub-section (3) of 
section 619 of the Municipal Act apply 
as if merging provisions had been in- 
cluded in any water or sewer by-law. 


“23. Any proposed by-law having ap- 
plication to or effect within the mu- 
nicipality, the passage of which has been 
initiated by the Council of The Corpo- 
ration of the City of Nanaimo as in- 
corporated under former Letters Patent, 
or the Regional Board of the Regional 
District of Nanaimo, may be adopted by 
the Council of the municipality, subject 
to the provisions of the Municipal Act 
and these Letters Patent, and shall upon 
adoption for the purposes of paragraph 
27 hereof, be deemed to be a by-law of 
The Corporation of the City of Nanaimo 
as incorporated under former Letters 
Patent, or of the Regional District of 
Nanaimo, that initiated its passage. 

“24. (1) Subject to the provisions of 
paragraph 25 hereof the specified service 
area of the Regional District of Nanaimo 
established pursuant to By-law 16 cited 
as “Protection Island Fire Protection 
Specified Area Establishment and Loan 
Authorization By-law” is hereby deemed 
to be extinguished and the said by-law 
repealed, 

(2) Subject to the provisions of para- 
graph 25 hereof and notwithstanding the 
provisions of section 616 of the Mu- 
nicipal Act, the specified service area of 
the Regional District of Nanaimo es- 


tablished pursuant to By-law 93 cited as 
“East Wellington Water Supply Specified 
Area Establishment and Loan Authoriza- 
tion By-law” is hereby declared to be a 
specified service area and shall be es- 
tablished by by-law, and the assent of 
the electors or a petition is not required. 

“25. All property both real and per- 


sonal, and all rights, powers, and 
privileges arising out of any contract, 
agreement, collective agreement, cove- 


nant, or otherwise whatsoever, and all 
taxes, debts, actions, causes of action, 
and all claims and demands whatsoever 
either at law or in equity appertaining to 
The Corporation of the City of Nanaimo 
as incorporated under former Letters 
Patent, and the Regional District of Na- 
naimo in respect of the area thereof con- 
tained within the municipality, vest in 
and belong to the municipality on and 
from the first day of January 1975. 

“26. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of The Corporation of the City 
of Nanaimo as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent, and the Regional District 
of Nanaimo in respect to its functions 
and services as referred to in paragraph 
24 hereof, and the municipality shall be 
liable for and subject to and shall pay, 
discharge and carry out and perform all 
the debts, liabilities, obligations, and con- 
tracts of The Corporation of the City of 
Nanaimo as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent, and the Regional District 
of Nanaimo in respect to the aforesaid 
functions and services, which were exist- 
ing immediately before the first day of 
January 1975. 

“27. (1) Subject to these Letters Pat- 
ent each by-law, regulation, contract, 
restriction, right, resolution, order and 
licence of whatsoever kind and descrip- 
tion passed, made, enacted, entered into 
and granted, and in effect or in force in 
or issued to or by The Corporation of 
the City of Nanaimo as incorporated 
under former Letters Patent shall remain 
in full force and effect in and for only 
that part of the municipality which was 
under the jurisdiction and within the 
boundaries of the said former munici- 
pality, and only until such time as it is 
repealed, withdrawn, cancelled, amended 
or replaced by the Council of the mu- 
nicipality or the regulatory body issuing 
the same. 

(2) Subject to these Letters Patent 
each by-law, regulation, right, resolution, 
order and licence of whatsoever kind and 
description passed, made, enacted, entered 
into and granted, and being in effect or 
in force in or issued to or by the Regional 
District of Nanaimo shall remain in full 
force and effect in and for that part or 
those parts of the municipality in which 
the same was in force or in effect on the 
31st day of December 1974, only until 
each may be amended or repealed by the 
Council of the new municipality. 


(3) For the purposes of sub-paragraphs 
(1) and (2), “by-law” includes the pro- 
visions Of British Columbia regulations 
made applicable in the Letters Patent or 
supplementary Letters Patent of The 
Corporation of the City of Nanaimo as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent 
or of the Regional District of Nanaimo 
as the case may be, as amended or re- 
pealed pursuant to such Letters Patent or 
supplementary Letters Patent, to the ex- 
tent that such provisions were applicable 
to areas within the boundaries of the 
municipality incorporated hereunder. 

(4) The provisions of any by-law of a 
regulatory nature adopted by the Council 
of the municipality shall take into con- 
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sideration the character of the different 
areas of the municipality in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Act. 

(5) By-law 101, including all amend- 
ments thereto, of the Regional District 
of Nanaimo cited as “Building By-law 
No. 101” is hereby extended to the whole 
of that part of the municipality not con- 
tained within The Corporation of the 
City of Nanaimo as incorporated under 
former Letters Patent. 

“28. All motor-vehicles and _ trailers 
registered under the Motor-vehicle Act 
or the Department of Commercial Trans- 
port Act in the name of The Corporation 
of the City of Nanaimo as incorporated 
under former Letters Patent or the Re- 
gional District of Nanaimo in respect of 
its functions and services as referred to 
in paragraph 24 hereof, are deemed to 
be transferred to the ownership of the 
municipality and the records of the 
Motor-vehicle Branch shall be amended 
accordingly. 

“29. The real property assessment roll 
of The Corporation of the City of Na- 
naimo as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent together with the Pro- 
vincial real property assessment roll for 
that part of the municipality not con- 
tained within the said former municipality 
shall form the 1975 real property assess- 
ment roll of the municipality and for the 
purposes of this paragraph the munici- 
pality shall be deemed to have been in- 
corporated on the 3lst day of December 
1974. 

“30. Pursuant to the provisions of sec- 
tion 29A of the Municipal Act the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council may dissolve 
any improvement district contained 
wholly or partly within the municipality, 
and may transfer to the municipality any 
or all of the assets, rights, claims, ob- 
ligations, and liabilities of the improve- 
ment district under such terms and 
conditions as may be deemed advisable 
and such dissolution shall take effect not 
later than the 30th day of June 1975, 
unless an extension is requested by the 
Council of the municipality and _ the 
Board of Trustees of the improvement 
district and is approved by the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs. 

“31. The Board of Variance of The 
Corporation of the City of Nanaimo as 
incorporated under former Letters Patent 
is dissolved on and from the Ist day of 
January 1975. 


“32. The provisions of these Letters 
Patent with respect to the procedures for 
the first election are retroactive to the 
extent necessary.
